“A cubic foot of the bitumin- 
ous sand rock weiglis, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hoffman, 117.5 
pounds. This figure multiplied 
by the percentage of bitumen, 
12.42, gives 14.59 pounds as the 
amount of bitumen present in a 
cubic foot, or 14,50//63.7 equal to 
22.9 per cent. in bulk. Taking 
the thickness of 151 feet, and 
assuming the distribution as 
given above at 1,000, square 
miles, the bituminous sands in 
sight amount to 28.40 cubic 
miles, Of this mass, if the pre- 
ceding analysis is taken as an 
average, although it is prob- 


ably rather high, 22.9 per cent.

The amount of pet- 
roleum which must have been 
issued from the underlying 
limestone to produce 6.59 cubie 
miles, or by weight approxi- 
mately 4,700,000,000 tons of bit- 
umen, cannot now be estimated 
as the conditions of oxidation 
and the original composition of 
the oil is unknown. It must, 
however, have been many times 
greater than the present supply 
of bitumen.

Among fhe 
uses to!which it is adapted May 
be mentioned roofing, paving, 
insulating electric wires, an¥ it 
might also be mixed with the 
lignite which occurs in th 
neighborhood and; pressed into 
briquettes for fuel.

TO PAVE AMERICA 

Didn't that ought to make us. 
sit up and notice? Four mil- 
lion tons of bitumen! Enough 
to pave America. The reason 
thousands of smaller cities and 
towns get along with dirt streets 
is because paving material is 
too expensive and they can’t af- 
ford it. Develop this mine and 
Oanada ought shortly to be 
come the country of paved 
towns. 


This report is a technical one, 
couched in technical language 
and the layman is apt to over- 
look its significance. The as- 
phalt trust has doubtless not 
overlooked it, and this no doubt 
accounts for the legislation 


which eriables the acquisition 
of the mineralized zone at the } 


rate of a son. 

In 1884 a report was niade by 
a geological survey on the as- 
phalt deposits of California, the 
only indieations of which were 
slight surface eshudations of

Oldest Steamship Afloat 


As the result of a controver- 
sy in London as to which is the 
oldest steamer afloat, it is stat- 
ed that the honor belongs to 
the wooden paddle steamer 
Kangaroo, built on the Hunter 
river (New South Wales), in the 
year 1840, and apparently still 
at work in Hobson's Bay and 
onthe river Yarra, The iron 
hulls of the old steamers Lord 
John -Russell and Sir Robert 
Peel, built in London by Messrs. 
Ditechburn & Mare in 1846, and 
which ran as passenger and car- 
go boats between London 
bridge and France regularly for 
many years, are still used as 
lighters on the Mersey.
